Many 
events have been scheduled for that Monday, and Fair 
Board Chairman Eddie Kirk hopes that the day will 
become part of “ the biggest fair ever held in the 
county.” 
The chairman of the Fayette County commissioners, 
Robert Mace, noted that his office will close at noon 
that day.. Letters have been sent to all other Cour­ 
thouse offices informing them that they may also 
observe “ Bicentennial Day at the F air” in this manner 
if they so desire. 
According to Kirk, all Washington C H banks will be 
participating in the holiday, and many local businesses 
will also close for all or part of the day.

Levi move may bring political heat 
Busing may become 
hot campaign issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. Gen. 
Edward H. Levi is moving toward a 
lonely decision that could make school 
busing a major issue in yet another na­ 
tional political campaign. 
But Levi’s decision will have no 
immediate impact on court orders 
imposing busing in Boston and other 
cities It’s doubtful that the course Levi 
is considering could actually lead to 
any changes in local school districts 
until next year — after the 1976 elec­ 
tions. 
White House and Justice Department 
officials insisted Wednesday that Levi 
alone will decide whether to use the

Supreme Court guidelines limiting the 
use of busing to integrate schools. His 
decision is expected this week 
The debate has split the Ford ad­ 
ministration and the Justice Depart­ 
ment itself as various officials lined up 
on opposite sides. 
Transportation Secretary William T. 
Coleman, 
the only 
black 
Cabinet 
member and a former civil rights 
lawyer, discussed the m atter with Levi 
privately. He declined comment on the 
discussion, but he has said he supports 
the Boston school busing order. 


Busing to cut across district 


WILMINGTON. Del. (AP) — Some of 
the 23,000 students in Wilmington’s city 
and suburban school systems will be 
bused to classes beginning in 1977 
under a court-ordered desegregation 
plan that cuts across school district 
boundaries. 
It wasn’t known immediately how 
many of the pupils in the mostly black 
city system and the primarily white 
suburban districts will be affected by 
the order issued Wednesday by a panel 
of three federal court judges. 


Federal courts in at least two in­ 
stances have required busing across 
current school district lines to meet the 
1954 U.S. Supreme Court ruling ban­ 
ning separate-but-equal schools sys­ 
tems. 
Louisville, Ky„ is operating under a 
court-ordered busing plan which cut 
across school district boundaries and 
led to the merger of city and county 


school 
systems. 
A 
court-ordered 
desegregation plan for Indianapolis has 
been stayed for an appeal 
The Supreme Court ruled in 1974 in a 
case involving Detroit that cross- 
district busing is a valid tool for in­ 
tegration only when it has been proven 
that the suburban school districts also 
were 
intentionally 
and 
illegally 
segregated. In that case, the court 
found that only Detroit’s school system 
was illegally segregated. 
Other major desegregation plans, 
ordered 
for 
Boston, 
Denver 
and 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg County, NC., 
do not cross government boundaries for 
integration. 
In the Wilmington case, the court’s 
order follows by more than a year a 
decision by the panel that the rights of 
city school students were violated 
through a variety of policies which 
fostered segregated city and suburban 
New Castle County schools. 
Eye ground bone 
in meat products 


The chairman of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission, the League of Women 
Voters, a leader of the National Confer­ 
ence of Christians and Jews, and 500 
delegates to the National Conference on 
Desegregation Without Turmoil all 
urged the department not to seek new 
busing guidelines, particularly in the 
Boston case. 
The national controversy may push 
the issue toward the forefront of the 
political campaign. It’s already a 
major 
issue 
in 
Kentucky, 
where 
President 
Ford 
faces 
a 
primary 
election on Tuesday. 
But department officials insist that 
Levi will not be swayed by partisan 
considerations. 
And Ford tried to brush off any hint 
that the timing of the move might be 
aimed at gaining antibusing support in 
upcoming primaries. Ford said, “We 
have made a major effort not to inject 
busing into the campaign. We hope we 
can keep this type of matter away from 
the emotional involvement of this 
problem and the primary elections.” 
Ford said he has asked Levi and 
David Mathews, secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, to look for 
alternatives to busing. 
Whatever course Levi takes may 
change votes, but it won’t change court 
orders imposing busing any time soon, 
if ever. 
If Levi proceeds with the plan he is 
considering, he would simply file a 
friend-ofthe-court brief asking the Su­ 
preme Court to review the Boston 
busing order. 
Department motions are believed to 
carry considerable weight with the 
justices, but there’s no guarantee that 
Levi could persuade the court to take 
the case. 
And if the court should decide to hear 
the case, there’s no guarantee that the 
justices could be persuaded to accept 
the Ford administration’s proposals on 
how busing should be limited. 
Furthermore, a decision would be 
unlikely before next year. Until then, 
court-ordered busing would continue 
under present rules.

Brown: new face, new politics? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — There will be 
some finely ground chips from pig and 
cow bones in your hot dogs if the 
Agriculture 
Department 
carries 
through with its plan to let food 
processors use machines to gnaw meat 
closer to the bone. 
But those bone chips should not be 
noticeable and, besides, they are a good 
source of calcium, the department 
says. 
The plan is 
to 
allow deboning 
machines to scrape the bones of 
processed 
livestock 
carcases. 
Deboning machines are used now by 
the industry but not in the final bone 
scraping manner being urged by the 
Agriculture Deprtment for processed 
meat products. 
The departm ent’s plan would allow 
processors to include up to one pound of 
bone chips in every IOO pounds of meat 
to make such things as pork sausage, 
canned beef stew and frozen pizza. 
Officials say the technique could add 
nearly one billion pounds of meat a 
year to the U.S. food supply, about five 
pounds per American. 
The department, explaining the new 
approach, said, “Under traditional 
hand deboning methods, loss of meat 
typically occurs when packing house 
employees attempt to cut the meat 
from neck bones, ribs and backbones. 
Mechanical deboning machines can 


strip such bones clean of all meat that 
otherwise would not be gotten by hand 
deboning.” 
In 
the 
process, however, 
the 
department said that “a small amount 
of very finely ground bone” would be 
left 
in 
the 
meat. 
The 
proposed 
regulations would allow up to one per 
cent “calcium content” in mechani­ 
cally deboned meat for processing 
The plan was criticized by Rodney E. 
Leonard, 
director 
of 
the 
private 
Community Nutrition Institute, who 
said “there are no microbiological 
standards” in the proposal and that 
there is a greater threat of bacterial 
contamination when such scrapings 
are processed into food. 
Leonard is a former USDA executive 
who during the 1960s was head of a 
consumer and marketing agency which 
included federal meat inspection. 
Officials said they recognize the issue 
is controversial and therefore will hold 
"consumer briefings” on the proposal, 
which will be opened for public com­ 
ment at least through August 25. 
The first briefing will be at the 
department’s headquarters on May 26. 
Others will be in Sacramento, Calif., 
June ll; New York, June 23; and Chi­ 
cago, July 8. Anyone wishing to submit 
written comments can send them in 
duplicate to the Hearing Clerk, Room 
112-A, USDA, Washington, D.C. — 2050. 


New Kennedy 
in politics 


BOSTON (AP) — Joseph P. Kennedy 
III, oldest of the new generation of 
Kennedy men, is getting his baptism in 
politics by managing the re-election 
campaign of his uncle, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy. 
The son of the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy says he will use the ex­ 
perience to decide whether to run for 
office himself someday. 
Though only 23, Kennedy emphasizes 
that he alone directs the statewide 
campaign for the Democratic senator, 
whom he calls “Uncle Ted.” 
“ He’s let me have a pretty free hand 
in this,” Kennedy said in an interview. 
“ I’m running this operation ” 
Kennedy, tall and rugged, presides 
over a small paid staff in a barren suite 
of offices in a downtown Boston office 
building. 
With his boyish face and bushy hair, 
he looks so much like his father and 
uncles that people approach him on the 
street and ask if he’s a Kennedy. 
Asked if he would like to seek office, 
Kennedy said, “Certainly if interests 
me. That’s why I’m involved here. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - Jerry 
Brown has been a political mix of 
liberal and conservative in 16 months 
as California governor. He has made 
few 
sweeping 
changes 
in 
state 
government, but he has made an im­ 
pact in areas ranging from sex laws to 
education spending. 
Brown, who put a dent in the Jimmy 
Carter bandwagon by beating him in 
Maryland’s Democratic presidential 
primary on Tuesday, rarely affects 
people in a neutral way. He is often 
viewed as representing the best or the 
worst of the “new politics’’ in the 
United States. 
A leader of people. Brown says, must 
set a tone. He talks a lot about “lowered 
expectations” and limits on what 
government can do for people. “ I see 
nothing wrong with a creative pause,” 
he says. 
Many columnists describe the 38- 
year-old governor as the most in­ 
teresting politician in the country 
today. 
Provocative, flashy, 
bright, 
anti-big government, young, on the 
move, moving up. 
But his foes say he has implemented 
a "politics of drift” in California since 
he took over from GOP presidential 
contender Ronald Reagan. They find 
him ambitious, cold, shallow, sanc­ 
timonious. 
Much of the debate centers on the 
record of this tall, thin, animated 
politician who often tells reporters 
about his 16-hour-a-day, six-day work 
week and calls campaigning his idea of 
“a perfect day.” 
Brown, a former seminarian who is 
fond 
of 
Biblical 
quotes 
and 
philosophical 
dialogue, 
doesn’t 
do 
much to clarify his record. He says he 
is not a sixpoint program man. 


Brown’s stance — offering more 
questions than answers — gives fuel to 
his critics. But he has retained his 
unprecedented high in popularity polls. 
Brown, the son of former California 
Gov. Edmund G. “ Pat" Brown, has 
taken a conservative tack on several 
grounds: 
keeping a no-new 
taxes 
pledge and signing bills imposing 
mandatory prison terms for heroin 
pushers and for the use of a gun in the 
commission of some crimes. 
The state budget, now $11.8 billion, 
increased by 10.6 per cent in Brown’s 
first year in office. That compares to an 
average annual increase of 12.2 per 
cent in the Reagan years. Brown 
worked with legislators last year to cut 
a proposed school finance bill from $220 
to $115 million, then used his veto power 
to cut another $27 million. His finance 
department officials have testified 


against proposed spending increases 
for other social services, including 
Medi-Cal. 
At the same time, he signed a bill 
sought by liberals abolishing a $40 
million annual oil depletion allowance 
for major oil companies. He issued an 
executive 
order 
forbidding 
state- 
chartered 
savings 
and 
loan 
as­ 
sociations from redlining ghetto areas 
and denying loans to the poor or 
members of minority groups. 


He also pushed for a constitutional 
amendment, now on the June 8 ballot, 
which would make it possible to in­ 
crease bank and corporation taxes on a 
majority 
rather 
than 
twothirds 
legislative vote. And he signed bills 
liberalizing m arijuana penalties and 
repealing 
sex 
laws 
used 
against 
homosexuals.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A majority

committee will be members of existing 
panels whose failure to curb spy agen­ 
cy 
abuses 
provided 
a 
principal 
argument for creation of the new 
committee. 
Under 
terms 
of 
a 
resolution 
establishing the new panel, at least 
eight of its 15 members must come 
from the four Senate panels that 
traditionally have monitored the CIA, 
FBI and other spy agencies. The 
resolution won overwhelming Senate 
approval Wednesday. 
Majority leader Mike Mansfield will 
pick eight Democrats to serve on the 
panel and minority leader Hugh Scott 
will tap seven Republicans. 
The resolution originally called for a 
17-member panel but the number was 
cut to 15 under an amendment by Sen. 
Howard Cannon, D-Nev. 
Keeping the number at 17 “would not 
give due representation to the senators 
who make up the standing committees 
on Appropriations, Armed Services. 
Foreign Relations and the Judiciary , 
which 
currently 
oversee 
the 
in­ 
telligence agencies, Cannon said. 
Sen. Lowell P Weicker, R-Conn., 
contended reducing the number would 
put the eight members of existing 
panels “in the driver’s seat” and would 
represent “a vote of confidence 
in 
their past performance. 
“ I do not see how the track record is 


deserving of any vote of confidence by 
this body in the existing committees,” 
Weicker said. “They have been in the 
driver’s seat and the track record is an 
unmitigated disaster."

D-Idaho, 
chairman of the current intelligence 
committee now winding up a 15-month 
probe of the spy agencies, said the new 
panel would become the focal point for 
action on many of the nearly 200 
recommendations made by his com­ 
m ittee’s final report.

“Several years ago skateboards were 
taken off the market because of the 
danger, but they supposedly were im­ 
proved and came back on. But just as 
many injuries are being reported ...,” 
said Dr. Harvey Kravitz, a Morton 
Grove, 111., member of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics Committee on 
Accident Prevention. 
In Seattle, Dr. Abe Bergman of 
Children's Orthopedic Hospital, said 
the accident ratio is much higher than 
the rate for bicycles or skiing. Doctors 
said leg, elbow, wrist and arm frac­ 
tures are the most common injuries 
from spills or collisions with cars, dogs 
or pedestrians. 
“Young children don’t have the 
developed balance or muscular control 
to use them. It’s not like skiing, for 
instance, where proper instruction is 
given and the sport is organized and 
watched over,” added Kravitz.

Riffe Jr . says it will be up to GOP Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes to recommend new 
taxes or say where cuts can be made in 
state spending in the next biennium. 
Riffe, D-89 New Boston, responded 
Tuesday to comments by the gover­ 
nor’s budget director, W illiam 
W. 
Wilkins, that $600 million is necessary 
to continue spending at current levels 
after the next fiscal period starts Ju ly 
I, 1977. 
A letter from Wilkins to Rhodes, 
which the governor released to the 
news media late last week, sparked the 
controversy 13 Vi months before the end 
of the current two-year fiscal period. 
The speaker and other m ajority 
Democrats said they viewed the letter 
and its release as continued pressure 
from the governor for the legislature to 
raise taxes and face the political 
consequences. 
The governor is under a 1974 cam ­ 
paign pledge not to propose new or 
additional taxes in his present term 
which 
runs 
until 
January 
1979. 
However W ilkins said in his letter, 
which Rhodes released without com­ 
ment, that the legislature faces "tough 
decisions” within the next several 
months. 
"They 
can 
either 
reduce 
their 
spending to live withtin their income, 
or they can recommend new and ad­ 
ditional taxes to be levied upon the 
people of Ohio," the letter said. 
Riffe’s reaction was that "w e ’re 


going to wait and see what the governor 
recommends. It’s up to him to submit a 
balanced budget to the legislature .” 
Riffe said that unless Rhodes suggests 
in his 1977 budget message where new 
income can be found, he w ill have to 
recommend cuts in services. 
W ilkins 
said 
Tuesday 
that 
the 
speaker is “ exactly right." And he 
acknowledged that the administration 
w ill have 
to go first 
in 
making 
recommendations for cuts But he said 
the budget process for the next bien­ 
nium is just getting under way and " I 
have no idea what cuts could be rn ade 
The director said Rhodes has told 
him to put together a budget that 
doesn’t contain any new or increased 
taxes. 
Riffe, who has been mentioned as a 
possible contender for governor in 1978, 
is no more anxious than Republicans to 
be blamed for increased taxes. 
The controversy is certain to grow in 
coming months as the state strains to 
meet its obligations. Wilkins said this 
can be accomplished only if spending 
cuts already implemented by Rhodes 
are maintained during the remainder 
of the current biennium. 
Even then, he said, Ju ly 1977 will 
arrive with the state "barely in the 
black."

Ohio mine tragedy forecast 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio is 
long overdue for a deep mine disaster, 
a state safety official has advised 
legislators considering a bill to upgrade 
a 35-year-old mine safety law. 
"We’ve been fortunate in the last 27 
years.” 
mine 
rescue 
Supt 
Fred 
Gaskins 
told 
a 
Senate 
committee 
Tuesday. "We’re going to have these 
fatalities We’re way, long overdue.” 
One miner was killed underground 
this year, continuing a relatively low 
fatality rate in Ohio since the early 
1950s Twelve miners lost their lives 
underground in 1953 and 23 perished in 
1951, according to the division of mines. 
From 1940 to 1950, 548 deep mine 
deaths were recorded. The death rate 
tapered off to 91 between 1950 and 1960, 


56 between then and 1970, and 23 over 
the first six years of this decade. 
Gaskins said more and better state 
mine inspectors were need to enforce 
safety rules 
“ It’s laying in your fellas’ laps to get 
us good men, experienced men,” he 
told the Senate Energy and Environ­ 
ment Committee. "We can't get them 
off the streets.” 
The mine division has been unable to 
attract its full allotment of 26 in­ 
spectors, largely because of the $14,000 
annual base pay scale, officials say 
The bill, approved 98-0 last month by 
the House, would increase the com­ 
plement of state inspectors to 30 and 
establish a $17,000 pay scale for some 
positions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration today an­ 
nounced a nationwide recall of about 
3,000 batterypowered pet collars that 
shock dogs with 1,800 volts to keep them 
from barking. 
The FDA said electrical charges 
from the collars have burned holes in 
the skin of some dogs and could burn 
children if they are playing with their 
pets when the collars are activated 
The "Sound-Off Bark Restrainer and 


Training Collars’’ were sold nationwide 
through pet stores and by mail order, 
the FDA said 


The collars were manufactured by 
Hal O. Knutson of Chatsworth, Calif., 
the FDA said 


The agency said Knutson, under 
threat of court action, sent voluntary 
recall

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Set busing program in Dayton 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - About 14,000 
students in Dayton are receiving letters 
this week telling them whether they 
will be bused next fall in a deseg­ 
regation plan established under a court 
order 
The mailing of the letters by school 
officials is the first step in the Dayton 
desegregation plan, pairing students in 
two predominantly white and two all 
black high schools to achieve racial 
balance. 
Next week, students who enrolled in 
37 elementary schools being paired in 
September will receive letters telling 
them which schools they will attend 
The desegregation plan is a result of 
an agreement between school ad­ 
ministrators and a court-appointed 


master which was approved by a 
federal judge. 
Human relations committees have 
been formed at the four paired high 
schools to discuss the program, but 
representatives say reaction from stu­ 
dents and parents has been slight. 
One community member of a human 
relations committee said there was 
little 
participation 
in 
a 
meeting 
scheduled at one of the high schools. A 
teacher on the committee said he has 
not heard community reaction for or 
against the busing program. 
The plan is one of a series of court 
actions

Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People in school systems in 
Ohio.

Each year for the past decade, the 
month of May has been a designated 
time for the nation to pay tribute to its 
senior citizens.

The Older 
Americans Act of 1965 opened new 
doors of assistance, and the 1975

services,

renovation. 
Part-time 
employment 
opportunities in community service for 
low-income persons age 55 and older 
are also provided. 
The amendments extend the Foster 
Grandparent

Volunteer 
programs 
and 
prohibit 
unreasonable discrimination based on 
age in programs or activities receiving 
federal financial assistance. 
The needs of the elderly have always 
been a special concern of mine. I felt 
particularly honored earlier this year 
when the National Alliance of Senior 
Citizens inducted me into the Golden 
Age Hall of Fam e for my efforts on 
behalf of senior persons. 
This group of Americans, limited to 
fixed incomes, is hurt most by in­ 
flation. Earlier in this Congress, I in­ 
troduced legislation to exempt the first 
$5,000 of pension benefits from federal 
income tax. This would provide every 
retiree an equal chance to share in this 
benefit which now applies only to 
federal social security and railroad 
retirees. I also introduced legislation to

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
legality of emergency rate hikes im­ 
plemented by the Ohio Edison Co. last 
year have been upheld by the Ohio 
Supreme Court 
In a 6-1 decision Wednesday, the 
court rejected arguments that the rates 
were incompatible with rate schedules 
set by city ordinance. 
The court ruled that a utility does not 
necessarily 
forfeit 
its 
right 
to 
emergency rate relief when it elects to 
charge a new rate schedule established 
by municipalities. 
Ohio Edison asked for the emergency 
rate relief on Oct. IO, 1974, and the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
approved the emergency rates on Feb. 
18, 1975. 
But between those two dates, 19 cities 
passed rate ordinances giving Ohio 
Edison new electric rate schedules. 
Ohio Edison decided to charge the 
new ordinance rates in the cities, but 
also moved for higher rates on two 
fronts. 
It filed an appeal with the PUCO, 
arguing the cities did not grant a high 
enough rate increase. It also continued 


its earlier request for emergency rate 
relief. 
The cities, led by Amherst and Canal 
Fulton, appealed the emergency rate 
hike, arguing that Ohio Edison had 


legally accepted the ordinance sched­ 
ule by charging it and had surrendered 
its right to emergency rate relief. 
In rejecting that argument the court 
said the utility’s appeal of the rate 


ordinance showed it did not legally 
“accept" the rate ordinance 
If the utility had accepted the or­ 
dinance, the court said, it would have 
formed a contract with the city.

more of his body organs (Examples 
might include: eyes, heart cm- kidneys). 


“The anatomical gift bill is an im­ 
portant first step," noted Mrs Hunter, 
“toward extending and saving lives It 
enables hospital officials to take im 
mediate action in removing useful

organs. No longer will medical per 
sonnet waste precious minutes, while 
vital cells deteriorate, in obtaining 
permission 
from 
next-of-kin " This 
does not mean, however, that the 
donor's cause of death must be an auto 
accident. The new legislation simply 
provides for the availability of a con­ 
sent statement on a piece of iden­ 
tification that is carried most of the 
timej 
"An anatomical donation is entirely 
optional," stressed Mrs. Hunter “The 
applicant is free to answer ‘yes’ or ‘no 
to the registrar’s question." The reply 
is then recorded in the small box now 
printed on the face of all drivers 
licenses. If he answers “yes,’’ the 
applicant 
will 
be 
asked 
further 
questions as to the type of donation he 
is interested in making. The donor can 
also, if he desires, name a recipient 
(either an individual or an institution) 
and-or give specific instructions as to 
how he wishes the donation be to be 
implemented. In addition, the potential 
donor may indicate his blood type

anatomical 
gilt 
statement, signed by the applicant and 
by two witnesses, is then inserted into 
the back of the drivers license, beneath 
the transparent plastic cover

same as for a lost or stolen license 
The applicant must surrender his 
current license to the deputy registrar 
and request a “special duplicate."

Peltier had threatened to shut down the 
agency’s regulatory duties for two 
weeks in mid-June if majority Demo­ 
crats did not provide the money. His 
was the only state department cut from 


its previous expenditure level when the 
present 1975-77 budget was approved. 
The bill also grants $224,000 for the 
Fire Marshal's office and $308,000 for 
work on the new Fire Academy in 
suburban 
Reynoldsburg,

Columbus. 
In agreeing to Peltier’s demands for 
an increase, Democratic legislators 
attempted to deny him responsibility 
for the consumer protection division 
and move it to the office of Atty. Gen.

“ The functions of the division of 
consumer protection are an integral 
part of the responsibilities of the 
Director of Commerce in the regulation 
of specific business activities,” Rhodes 
said in vetoing the transfer.

The administration has been working 
through African and European coon 
tries in its indirect contacts with the 
Rhodesian government. Talks between 
Smith and President Ford have been all 
but ruled out. 
Meanwhile, the White House has 
reached a tentative decision not to step 
up pressure on Congress now for an 
immediate vote to nullify the Byrd 
amendment, which permits the import 
of chrome from Rhodesia in defiance of 
a United Nations embargo. 
“ It's a very emotional issue and 
we’re not sure we have the votes.” said 
one official, denying at the same time 
that politics are a consideration in 
shaping U.S. policy toward southern 
Africa. 
Ronald Reagan, battling Ford for the 
GOP

criticized the administration’s pledge 
to support black rule in Rhodesia as 
misdirected and possibly as an en­ 
couragement to violence.

Irwin Mendelson, manager of G E ’s 
CF6 engine division, said the company 
has determined the problem of the 
ngines overheating stemmed from a 
phenolic resin material that shrouds 
the interior of the engine.

remaining six weeks of the current 
fiscal period Although a federal judge 
here has barred the welfare depart­ 
ment from cutting off Medicaid pay* 
ments. the agency says its fund is 
depleted.

approved 
Shoemaker's resolution 4-1. a move 
tantamount to 
majority leadership 
support when the General Assembly 


convenes on June 9 for a three-day 
session Shoemaker did not say how the 
1977 money would be replaced. 
“ All that does is put the problem off,” 
said Thomas J 
Moyer, executive 
assistant to Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Moyer said Rhodes would not support 
any effort to advance money from 
funds budgeted for welfare next year. 


Rhodes' budget Director William W. 
Wilkins earlier told the committee $40 
million could be slashed from existing 
state programs that " I guess I would 
have to consider a lower priority than 
the current problem.” Wilkins’ plan for 
the 1977 fiscal period would attract $40 
million in federal funds, but would still 
leave a deficit of at least that much, he 
said. 


In addition 
to cutting back 
on 
programs, Wilkins said $14.3 million 
could be taken from an anticipated $20 
million surplus at the end of the 
biennium. He emphasized that the 
surplus would only materialize if the 
governor’s two per cent across-the- 
board spending restraint remains in 
effect.

ticularly toward the Russians. 


He said European officials think that 
campaign attacks on Kissinger by 
President Ford’s opponents may have 
weakened the secretary’s ability to 
carry out policy 
But the official said Kissinger will 


keep U.S. foreign policy on a steady 
course. 
He added that the significance of 
Kissinger’s stated desire to retire by 
January has been overblown, since the 
secretary had said months ago that he 
felt eight years in office was enough. 
Former President Richard M. Nixon 
made Kissinger head of the National 
Security Council in 1969 and secretary 
of state in 1973. 
Kissinger arranged a meeting today 
with Greek Foreign Minister Dimitri 
Bitsios to discuss Cyprus and was to

with 
Turkish 
Foreign 
Minister Ishan Caglayangil.

ammunition

Concorde's 
lawyers in their upcoming battles with 
the Port Authority of New York-New 
Jersey, which has banned the French- 
British plane from landing at John F. 
Kennedy Airport for six months. 
The three-judge panel Wednesday 
refused to overturn the Feb. 4 decision 
by Transportation Secretary William 
T Coleman Jr. that allowed Air France 
and British Airways to operate limited 
Concorde flights into two U.S. airports 
for up to 16 months. 
“ This court is in agreement with the 
secretary that in the circumstances of 
this case, his order for such a trial 
period is within his authority and com­ 
petence 
and 
is not 
arbitrary 
or 
capricious or otherwise in violation of 
law,” the judges ruled after hearing 
more 
than 
two 
hours 
of 
legal 
arguments from attorneys represen­ 
ting various sides in the dispute. 
The ruling was a setback to en­ 
vironmental groups which had hoped 
the court would overturn Coleman’s 
ruling allowing the two airlines each to 
offer two daily flights into Kennedy and 
one daily flight into Washington’s 
Dulles International Airport during the 
test period. 
An attorney for the Environmental 
Defense Fund, which brought the suit 
against Coleman’s order, said his 
organization planned to ask the full 
appeals court to review the ruling but 
said the petition probably would not be 
filed in time to halt the first flights. 
Both Air France and British Airways 
plan to start Concorde service Monday 
with the planes landing at Dulles within 


minutes of each other 
The airlines originally had hoped to 
start their service to New York first, 
but the Port Authority ban there forced 
those flights to be suspended in­ 
definitely The airlines currently are 
challenging the Kennedy ban in a 
district court in New York. 


Fairfax County, Va., which contains 
part of Dulles, also has passed a local 
ordinance banning the Concorde from 
that airport 
A spokesman for the 
county said Wednesday there had been 
no decision on how the law could be 
enforced. Dulles is owned by the 
federal government.

ST. CLAIRSVILLE, Ohio (AP) - 
Tuesday’s Democratic primary results 
in Maryland and Michigan reopen the 
party’s 
national 
convention 
but 
noncandidate Hubert H. Humphrey 
still sees only an outside chance he 
would emerge with the nomination, he 
said Wednesday night. 
The 
former 
vice 
president, 
his 
political adrenalin obviously flowing 
again after the brakes had been put on 
former Gov. Jimmy Carter’s band­ 
wagon, told a news conference here 
“we’re about where we were prior 
Pennsylvania. An open convention." 
Humphrey, appearing with veteran 
Rep. Wayne Hays. D-Ohio, prior to a 
Jefferson-Jackson Day dinner, said the 
Maryland victory of California Gov. 
Jerry Brown “did a great deal in the 
sense of opening up the convention The 
so-called bandwagon theory has been 
slowed down, let me say, to a sensible 
movement and speed 
But equally significant, the Min­ 
nesota senator said, was the race in 
Michigan between Carter, the former 
Georgia governor who emerged as the 
undisputed front runner after sweeping 
Pennsylvania late last month, and Rep. 
Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz. Humphrey 
noted that their contest ended in “a 
virtual dead heat, they shared the 
delegates.’’ 
The senator reiterated that his own 
stance has not changed—that he is 
available for the nomination in the 
event of a convention deadlock—but he 
added 
that 
he 
regards 
such 
a 
development as having only “an out­ 
side chance.” He said that possibility 
depends on what happens in big 
primaries yet to be held in Ohio, 
California, New Jersey, and elsewhere 
“The big game has yet to be played,’’ 
he said.

Sheriff’s Department and asked to 
have a deputy come to his residence to 
remove the unwanted vehicles, but the 
department called county engineer 
Charles Wagner, who handled the 
matter. 
Paradise said he was disgusted with 
the entire situation. County employes 
who had been mowing grass along 
Palmer Road during the afternoon 
parked the vehicles on his property at 
the end of their work day. 
Paradise said his stepdaughter Sally 
Gaylord, 18, was in the bouse at the 
time, but no effort was made Co seek 
her permission to leave the vehicles on 
the lawn overnight. 
Even before he called the sheriff’s 


department, Paradise took the rotors 
from the engines of two of the vehicles 
“ I would have taken the third,” he said, 
“but it was a diesel engine.” 
He informed sheriff s deputies of 
what he had done and said he would 
return the rotors, only to Wagner 
personally.

tricts Those candidates are seeking 27 
delegate

congressman indicated those who are 
successful would be Humphrey’s for 
the asking. “The convention might well 
turn to him,” the congressman said. 
In his speech, Humphrey sounded 
more like an announced candidate than 
a standby. He reeled off a long list of 
national ills which he laid at the 
doorstep 
of 
the 
Republican 
ad­ 
ministration. “Seven sad years of the 
Nixon-Ford team have been more than 
enough,” he said. 
The senator hit particularly hard at 
the administration for the nation's still 
sluggish economy and unemployment 
rate.“ In the last three years, the 
Nixon-Ford team has been able to 
increase employment by barely one 
million jobs. . they managed to push 
the official unemployment rate to an 8.5 
per cent average in 1975,” he said, 
adding that it stood at only 3.6 per cent 
in 1968 
"The Nixon-Ford team has laid 
waste to the American economy with 
its 19th Century economic thinking,” he 
said.

President 
Nelson 
Rockefeller planned to address the 
Queen City Club and a private, fund­ 
raiser for President Ford during a four- 
hour visit to Cincinnati. He’ll arrive 
about 5 p.m. 
The President’s son, Jack Ford, 
makes his first visit to Ohio during a 
whirlwind tour that takes him from 
Piqua in the southwest section of the 
state to Canton in the northeast. 
He’ll talk primarily with students at 
the Upper Valley Vocational School, 
Bowling Green State University, Ohio 
State University and then open cam ­ 
paign headquarters for his father in 
Mansfield. 
He’ll visit a reception of the Ohio 
Republican Women's Federation in 
Canton before calling it a night. The 
following morning he’ll open President 
Ford’s campaign headquarters in that 


city, where his Republican opponent, 
Ronald Reagan, has his campaign 
headquarters for the state.

conference in Cleveland Wednesday. 
He was between flights from Michigan 
to Kentucky, site of the next primary 
In Ohio, he says voters will show 
disillusionment with Jimmy Carter cm 
June 8 and possibly give Udall a long 
awaited primary victory. 
Udall called Ohio the key state in his 
drive to block a Carter nomination in 
the Democratic national convention 
He said that his narrow loss to Carter in 
the Michigan primary has reintensified 
his belief that when he is pitted “one- 
on-one” with Carter, voters will reject 
the former Georgia governor’s "smile 
and promise” campaign.

Big Red Machine off to 
best start in five years 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The 
powerful Cincinnati Reds, off to their 
best start in five years at 21-13, have 
yet to play their best baseball, ac­ 
cording to Manager Sparkle Anderson. 
“As soon as the weather gets war 
mer. you’ll see a pretty good club, 
promised Anderson following Wed­ 
nesday night's 5-4 victory over the San 
Francisco Giants, who plunged to their 
19th loss in their last 23 games 
“It’s our best start in a long time, but 
we still aren’t playing well,” added 
Anderson. “Our defense hasn’t been as 
strong as it should be, and our hitting 
has tailed off after a good start.” 
It would be difficult to convince the 
Giants, who succumbed to two-run 
doubles by Johnny Bench and Tony 
Perez before rallying for a pair of runs 
in the bottom of the ninth to make it 
close. 
“Fortunately, our pitching is coming 
along,” noted Anderson. “Sandy Alcala 
was supposed to be in the bullpen at the 
start of the season, but he’s showing us 
he can do the job as a starter.”

allowed two runs in six and one-third 
innings while raising his record to 3-0. 
He has won all three of his starts, pre 
viously beating the Chicago Cubs and 
the New York Meta 
"Sandy is a big, strong kid with a lot 
of stuff. I have plenty of confidence in 
him,” said Pete Rose, who lifted his 
batting average to .379 with a pair of 
singles, giving him 2,600 career hits. 
“I also got my 2,000th at Can­ 
dlestick,” Rose recalled “But you can 
be sure I’ll get No. 3,000 at home.

BURLINGTON. Masts <AP> — “One 
day at school I saw this funny-looking 
thing with blinking lights." said 17- 
year-old Roger Walker of his first 
encounter with the nation s newest 
hobby: the digital computer 
I dropped in to see what it was. then 
I just kept coming back I really got 
hooked on it.” added Walker. 
Computers — for a long time highly 
sophisticated and vastly expensive 
machines 
requiring 
platoons 
of 
technicians. 
programers, 
mathematicians and engineers to run 
— now are being sold and used by 
amateurs. It’s happening just the way 
ham 
radios and high-fidelity 
sets 
passed into the hands of hobbyists of 
earlier generations. 
The nation’s first electronic com­ 
puter, developed at the University of 
Pennsylvania's Moore school in the 
1940s, took several years to build and 
cost close to $20 million 
But tech 
nological developments have made it 
possible to build an equivalent com 
puler for as little as $500. 
The advance which makes possible 
hobby 
computers 
is 
the 
“microprocessor,'' a device which does 
everything the room-sired original at 
the University of Pennsylvania could 
do — yet fits on the area of a fingernail 
and is only millimeters thick. 
“This hobby didn’t exist five years 
ago," said Douglas Callihan, 35, a 
network radio technician in Boston. 
"Except for the very wealthy, no one 
had them in his house 
"We used to consider ourselves 
fortunate when freshmen had calculus. 
Now we are getting students who have 


already built their own computers,” 
said Peter Jessel, a computer scientist 
at the 
Massachusetts 
Institute of 
Technology in Cambridge. 
These small, inexpensive and ver­ 
satile computers can be used for many 
things, from playing games to solving 
very technical problems. 
“You can connect the computers to 
your television to play video games, 
like ping-pong, or you can connect it to 
a speaker to play music,” Jessel ex­ 
plained. 
Walker uses his to grade students’ 
tests 
Geoffrey Feldman, 24, a freelance 
engineer from Amherst, says he’s 
pursuing more sophisticated goals 
“ I dropped out of school, and I’m 
using the computer to educate myself 
I’m 
getting 
about 
IO 
times 
the 
education for the cost," Feldman says. 
‘‘Electronic music is getting very 
involved, and the computer can take 
over some of the work," he explains. “ I 
had known people were making mi­ 
croprocessors, and I knew it was just a 
m atter of time before the prices began 
to drop.” 
“ I play games — like backgammon 
or chess; store some tax information 
and eliminate a lot of paperwork from 
my life,” Callihan says. “I’m also using 
it for a lot of common garden variety 
things, like watching the house with 
devices that act as eyes.” 
Until recently, inexpensive computer 
equipment was not readily available to 
the 
general 
public. 
But 
now 
Massachusetts hobbyists have their 
own specialty shop, “The Computer 
Store,” here. 
B U R LIN G T O N : Store.” here. 
Sidney Halligan, 45, and Dick Brown, 


43, are owners of the store, one of about 
a dozen computer hobbyshops in the 
nation 
“ With 
the 
low 
cost 
and 
the 
availability of these computers, they 
are going to be as much a part of 
everyday life as the toaster,” Halligan 
believes. “The younger people are 
going to be in the computer age 
whether they like it or not. 
“ Now that there are low-cost com­ 
puters, the pressure is mounting to 
develop programs to do domestic 
tasks," said Dr. Steve Ward, an MIT 
professor. “They have become cheap 
enough so that we can expect them to 
have a serious impact on household 
management within the next decade." 
“ It’s not a freak idea. It is the second 
revolution for computers: computers 
for the people. It is the beginning of a 
new kind of computer marketing,” 
according to Halligan. "It is a new 
retail distribution method of what used 
to be a very complicated product.” 
His customers, ranging from age IO 
to 65, can buy all kinds of computer 
parts, including the processing unit, the 
memory, and connections to hook 
computers to items already in the 
home. Halligan says an entire system 
runs from $700 to $1,200. When com­ 
pleted it looks like a small box and can 
sit on a table. 
“The ‘biggies’ are starting to catch 
up to this thing,” Feldman adds, 
referring to the computer “kits” being 
sold by large computer firms, including 
Intel, Signetics and MOS Technology. 
“ It’s an exploding marketplace,” 
says a spokesman for Intel, the nation’s 
largest producer of microprocessors. 
Intel’s sales last year totalled $137 
million.

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Levi move may bring political heat 
Busing may become 
hot campaign issue 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Atty. Gen 
Edward H. Levi is moving toward a 
lonely decision that could make school 
busing a major issue in yet another na­ 
tional political campaign. 
But Levi’s decision will have no 
immediate impact on court orders 
imposing busing in Boston and other 
cities. It’s doubtful that the course Levi 
is considering could actually lead to 
any changes in local school districts 
until next year — after the 1976 elec­ 
tions. 
White House and Justice Department 
officials insisted Wednesday that Levi 
alone will decide whether to use the 


Boston school case as a vehicle for the 
federal 
government 
to 
seek 
new 
Supreme Court guidelines limiting the 
use of busing to integrate schools. His 
decision is expected this week. 
The debate has split the Ford ad­ 
ministration and the Justice Depart­ 
ment itself as various officials lined up 
on opposite sides. 
Transportation Secretary William T. 
Coleman, 
the 
only 
black 
Cabinet 
member and a former civil rights 
lawyer, discussed the m atter with Levi 
privately. He declined comment on the 
discussion, but he has said he supports 
the Boston school busing order. 


Busing to cut across district 


WILMINGTON, Del. (AP) — Some of 
the 23,000 students in Wilmington’s city 
and suburban school systems will be 
bused to classes beginning in 
1977 
under a court-ordered desegregation 
plan that cuts across school district 
boundaries. 
It wasn’t known immediately how 
many of the pupils in the mostly black 
city system and the primarily white 
suburban districts will be affected by 
the order issued Wednesday by a panel 
of three federal court judges. 


Federal courts in at least two in­ 
stances have required busing across 
current school district lines to meet the 
1954 U.S. Supreme Court ruling ban­ 
ning separate-but-equal schools sys­ 
tems. 
Louisville, Ky., is operating under a 
court-ordered busing plan which cut 
across school district boundaries and 
led to the m erger of city and county 


school 
systems. 
A 
court-ordered 
desegregation plan for Indianapolis has 
been stayed for an appeal. 
The Supreme Court ruled in 1974 in a 
case 
involving 
Detroit 
that 
cross­ 
district busing is a valid tool for in­ 
tegration only when it has been proven 
that the suburban school districts also 
were 
intentionally 
and 
illegally 
segregated. In that case, the court 
found that only Detroit’s school system 
was illegally segregated. 
Other major desegregation plans, 
ordered 
for 
Boston, 
Denver 
and 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg County, NC., 
do not cross government boundaries for 
integration. 
In the Wilmington case, the court’s 
order follows by more than a year a 
decision by the panel that the rights of 
city school students were violated 
through a variety of policies which 
fostered segregated city and suburban 
New Castle County schools. 
Eye ground bone 
in meat products 


WASHINGTON (A P) — There will be 
some finely ground chips from pig and 
cow bones in your hot dogs if the 
Agriculture 
Department 
carries 
through with its 
plan 
to let 
food 
processors use machines to gnaw meat 
closer to the bone. 
But those bone chips should not be 
noticeable and, besides, they are a good 
source of calcium , the department 
says. 
The 
plan 
is 
to 
allow 
deboning 
machines 
to 
scrape 
the 
bones 
of 
processed 
livestock 
carcases. 
Deboning machines are used now by 
the industry but not in the filial bone 
scraping manner being urged by the 
Agriculture Deprtment for processed 
m eat products. 
The department’s plan would allow 
processors to include up to one pound of 
bone chips in every IOO pounds of meat 
to make such things as pork sausage, 
canned beef stew and frozen pizza. 
Officials say the technique could add 
nearly one billion pounds of m eat a 
year to the U.S. food supply, about five 
pounds per American. 
The department, explaining the new 
approach, 
said, 
“Under 
traditional 
hand deboning methods, loss of meat 
typically occurs when packing house 
employees attempt to cut the meat 
from neck bones, ribs and backbones. 
Mechanical deboning machines can 


strip such bones clean of all m eat that 
otherwise would not be gotten by hand 
deboning.” 
In 
the 
process, 
however, 
the 
department said that “a small amount 
of very finely ground bone” would be 
left 
in 
the 
meat. 
The 
proposed 
regulations would allow up to one per 
cent “calcium content” in mechani­ 
cally deboned m eat for processing. 
The plan was criticized by Rodney E. 
Leonard, 
director 
of 
the 
private 
Community Nutrition Institute, who 
said “ there are no microbiological 
standards” in the proposal and that 
there is a greater threat of bacterial 
contamination when such scrapings 
are processed into food. 
Leonard is a former USDA executive 
who during the 1960s was head of a 
consumer and marketing agency which 
included federal meat inspection. 
Officials said they recognize the issue 
is controversial and therefore will hold 
“consumer briefings” on the proposal, 
which will bet opened for public com­ 
ment at least through August 25. 
The first briefing will be at the 
department’s headquarters on May 26. 
Others will be in Sacramento, Calif., 
June l l ; New York, June 23, and Chi­ 
cago, July 8. Anyone wishing to submit 
written comments can send them in 
duplicate to the Hearing Clerk, Room 
112-A, USDA, Washington, D.C. — 2050. 


The chairman of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission, the League of Women 
Voters, a leader of the National Confer­ 
ence of Christians and Jews, and 500

urged the department not to seek new 
busing guidelines, particularly in the 
Boston case. 
The national controversy m ay push 
the issue toward the forefront of the

election on Tuesday. 
But department officials insist that 
Levi will not be swayed by partisan 
considerations. 
And Ford tried to brush off any hint 
that the timing of the move might be 
aimed at gaining antibusing support in 
upcoming primaries. Ford said, “We 
have made a m ajor effort not to inject 
busing into the campaign.

If Levi proceeds with the plan he is 
considering, he would simply file a 
friend-ofthe-court brief asking the Su­ 
preme Court to review the Boston 
busing order. 
Department motions are believed to 
carry considerable weight with the 
justices, but there s no guarantee that 
Levi could persuade the court to take 
the case. 
And if the court should decide to hear 
the case, there’s no guarantee that the 
justices could be persuaded to accept 
the Ford administration’s proposals on 
how busing should be limited. 
Furtherm ore, a decision would be 
unlikely before next year. Until then, 
court-ordered busing would continue 
tgider present rules.

Brown: new face, new politics? 


New Kennedy 
in politics 


BOSTON (A P) - Joseph P. Kennedy 
III, oldest of the new generation of 
Kennedy men, is getting his baptism in 
politics by managing the re-election 
campaign of his uncle, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy. 
The son of the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy says he will use the ex­ 
perience to decide whether to run for 
office himself someday. 
Though only 23, Kennedy emphasizes 
that he alone directs .the statewide 
campaign for the Democratic senator, 
whom he calls “Uncle Ted.” 
“He’s let me have a pretty free hand 
in this,” Kennedy said in an interview. 
“ I’m running this operation.” 
Kennedy, tall and rugged, presides 
over a small paid staff in a barren suite 
of offices in a downtown Boston office 
building. 
With his boyish face and bushy hair, 
he looks so much like his father and 
uncles that people approach him on the 
street and ask if he’s a Kennedy. 
Asked if he would like to seek office, 
Kennedy said, “Certainly it interests 
me. That’s why I’m involved here. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - Jerry 
Brown has been a political mix of 
liberal and conservative in 16 months 
as California governor. He has made 
few 
sweeping 
changes 
in 
state 
government, but he has made an im­ 
pact in areas ranging from sex laws to 
education spending. 
Brown, who put a dent in the Jim m y 
Carter bandwagon by beating him in 
Maryland’s 
Democratic presidential 
primary on Tuesday, rarely affects 
people in a neutral way. He is often 
viewed as representing the best or the 
worst of the “new politics” in the 
United States. 
A leader of people, Brown says, must 
set a tone. He talks a lot about “lowered 
expectations" 
and 
limits 
on 
what 
government can do for people. “I see 
nothing wrong with a creative pause,” 
he says. 
Many columnists describe the 38- 
year-old governor as the most in­ 
teresting 
politician 
in 
the 
country 
today. 
Provocative, 
flashy, 
bright, 
anti-big government, young, on the 
move, moving up. 
But his foes say he has implemented 
a “politics of drift” in California since 
he took over from GOP presidential 
contender Ronald Reagan. They find 
him ambitious, cold, shallow, sanc­ 
timonious. 
Much of the debate centers on the 
record of this tall, thin, animated 
politician who often tells reporters 
about his 16-hour-a-day, six-day work 
week and calls campaigning his idea of 
“a perfect d ay." 
Brown, a former seminarian who is

Keeping the number at 17 "would not 
give due representation to the senators

Sen. Lowell P. Weicker, R-Conn., 
contended reducing the number would 
put the eight members of existing 
panels "in the driver’s seat” and would 
represent “a vote of confidence” in 
their past performance.

this body in the existing com m ittees,” 
Weicker said. "They have been in the 
driver’s seat and the track record is an 
unmitigated disaster.”

But just as 
many injuries are being reported ...,” 
said Dr. Harvey Kravitz, a Morton 
Grove, 111., member of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics Committee on 
Accident Prevention. 
In Seattle, Dr. Abe Bergman of 
Children’s Orthopedic Hospital, said 
the accident ratio is much higher than 
the rate for bicycles or skiing. Doctors 
said leg, elbow, wrist and arm frac­ 
tures are the most common injuries 
from spills or collisions with cars, dogs 
or pedestrians. 
“Young children don’t have the 
developed balance or muscular control 
to use them. It’s not like skiing, for 
instance, where proper instruction is 
given and the sport is organized and 
watched over,” added Kravitz.

(NABET), whose members at NBC 
walked off the job April 1 after failing 
to reach agreement on a new contract. 
“I hope they accept it,” says Lynch 
of the proposed contract that would 
give most of NBC’s engineers and 
newswriters $500 a week in the final 
year of the pact. Balloting is to end by 
midnight Friday. 
The union, whose members struck 
NBC facilities here and in Washington, 
D.C.; 
Cleveland; 
Chicago; 
San 
Francisco, and Burbank, Calif., has 
recommended approval of the pro­ 
posed contract. 
But there could be a snag. Lynch says 
the contract could be turned down for 
the entire membership if any of 
NABET’s 14 units at NBC facilities vote 
to reject the proposed agreement. 
He said the agreement to which 
NABET and NBC say they’ve ten­ 
tatively agreed “simply says neither 
party is obliged to sign (the contract) if 
any unit doesn’t ratify it.” 
The majority of NABET members at 
NBC are technicians. But the union’s 
jurisdiction also includes all news­ 
writers, as well as building main­ 
tenance men here, air conditioning 
technicians here and in Burbank, and 
mailroom staffers and messengers in 
Chicago. Lynch says. 
If any NABET unit rejects the 
proposed contract, he said, the union’s 
negotiators will try to learn why and 
resolve any differences Asked what 
happens if the unit still balks, he only 
would say, “ Anything can happen.’’ 
On Wednesday a week ago, NABET 
members rejected an NBC contract 
offer on which the union had made no 
recommendations. 
The main issues in the strike have 
centered around operation of the new 
light, hand-held TV cameras called 
“m inicam s'’ used in news coverage, 
additional fees paid NABET crews 
when they aren’t given a full hour for 
lunch when in the field covering news 
stories, and work schedules. 
However, 
"in recent weeks it has 
been 
money,” said Lynch, whose 
troops are being offered a total in­ 
crease in pay of 38 per cent over four 
years. 
NBC’s technical 
supervisors and 
management personnel have filled in 
for the strikers since the labor dispute 
began, occasionally with obvious tech­ 
nical difficulties. 
But the network says the strike only 
has forced one program change — 
postponement of a new daytime game 
show, “The Fun Factory,” scheduled to 
premiere in mid-April. Its planned time 
slot currently is being filled with 
repeats of “ Magnificient Marble Ma­ 
chine,” which it was to replace.

New funding for LEAA 


Another View 


The Senate Judiciary Committee 
has opted for investing another 5.4 
billion dollars over the next five 
years in a federal undertaking to 
bolster state and local attacks on 
crime. The goal is admirable, but a 
question must be asked: whether the 
bill makes adequate provision for 
reform of the controversial agency 
that would distribute this money, the 
Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration. 
The LEAA has come under heavy 
fire. Most recently, the Center for 
National Security Studies published 


a report which declared that “ the 
nation is in no better position today 
than it was when the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968 
was enacted," and concludes that 
the LEA A should be abolished. 
Legislation authorizing additional 
LEAA funding deals with some of 
the objections raised by critics. It 
provides 
for 
stricter 
LEAA 
evaluation of state anti-crime plans, 
and requires greater emphasis on 
the courts in the agency’s allocation 
of funds. Most importantly, perhaps, 
it provides for closer oversight of 


LEAA operations by Congress. 
This being the case, there is sound 
reason to hope that the LEAA can 
be made to function more effectively 
in 
the 
years 
ahead. 
This 
is 
something of a gamble — but then, 
so is the entrustment of large funds 
to any agency of the government. 
The Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration has not succeeded in 
reversing the 
upward 
trend of 
crime, but it has had some impact on 
crime. On balance, it makes sense to 
give the agency a further chance to 
show its worth.

Rhodes to decide taxes 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P) 
— 
Democratic House Speaker Vernal G. 
Riffe Jr. says it will be up to GOP Gov. 
James A. Rhodes to recommend new 
taxes or say where cuts can be made in 
state spending in the next biennium. 
Riffe, D-89 New Boston, responded 
Tuesday to comments by the gover­ 
nor’s budget director, William W. 
Wilkins, that $600 million is necessary 
to continue spending at current levels 
after the next fiscal period starts July 
1, 1977. 
A letter from Wilkins to Rhodes, 
which the governor released to the 
news media late last week, sparked the 
controversy 13 
months before the end 
of the current two-year fiscal period. 
The speaker and other majority 
Democrats said they viewed the letter 
and its release as continued pressure 
from the governor for the legislature to 
raise taxes and face the political 
consequences. 
The governor is under a 1974 cam­ 
paign pledge not to propose new or 
additional taxes in his present term 
which 
runs 
until 
January 
1979. 
However Wilkins said in his letter, 
which Rhodes released without com­ 
ment, that the legislature faces “ tough 
decisions" within the next several 
months. 
“ They 
can 
either 
reduce 
their 
spending to live withtin their income, 
or they can recommend new and ad­ 
ditional taxes to be levied upon the 
people of Ohio,” the letter said. 
Riffe’s reaction was that “ we’re 


going to wait and see what the governor 
recommends. It’s up to him to submit a 
balanced budget to the legislature.” 
Riffe said that unless Rhodes suggests 
in his 1977 budget message where new 
income can be found, he will have to 
recommend cuts in services. 
Wilkins 
said 
Tuesday 
that 
the 
speaker is “ exactly right.” And he 
acknowledged that the administration 
will have to go first in making 
recommendations for cuts. But he said 
the budget process for the next bien­ 
nium is just getting under way and “ I 
have no idea what cuts could be made.” 
The director said Rhodes has told 
him to put together a budget that 
doesn’t contain any new or increased 
taxes. 
Riffe, who has been mentioned as a 
possible contender for governor in 1978, 
is no more anxious than Republicans to 
be blamed for increased taxes. 
The controversy is certain to grow in 
coming months as the state strains to 
meet its obligations. Wilkins said this 
can be accomplished only if spending 
cuts already implemented by Rhodes 
are maintained during the remainder 
of the current biennium. 
Even then, he said, Ju ly 1977 will 
arrive with the state ‘|barely in the 
black.’

Ohip mine tragedy forecast 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio is 
long overdue for a deep mine disaster, 
a state safety official has advised 
legislators considering a bill to upgrade 
a 35-year-old mine safety law. 
“ We’ve been fortunate in the last 27 
years,” 
mine rescue 
Supt. 
Fred 
Gaskins told a Senate committee 
Tuesday. “We’re going to have these 
fatalities. We’re way, long overdue.” 
One miner was killed underground 
this year, continuing a relatively low 
fatality rate in Ohio since the early 
1950s. Twelve miners lost their lives 
underground in 1953 and 23 perished in 
1951, according to the division of mines. 
From 1940 to 1950, 548 deep mine 
deaths were recorded. The death rate 
tapered off to 91 between 1950 and 1960, 


56 between then and 1970, and 23 over 
the first six years of this decade. 
Gaskins said more and better state 
mine inspectors were need to enforce 
safety rules. 
“ Ifs laying in your fellas’ laps to get 
us good men, experienced men,” he 
told the Senate Energy and Environ­ 
ment Committee. “ We can’t get them 
off the streets.” 
The mine division has been unable to 
attract its full allotment of 26 in­ 
spectors, largely because of the $14,000 
annual base pay scale, officials say. 
The bill, approved 98-0 last month by 
the House, would increase the com­ 
plement of state inspectors to 30 and 
establish a $17,000 pay scale for some 
positions. 
Dog collars called back 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Food 
and Drug Administration today an­ 
nounced a nationwide recall of about 
3,000 batterypowered pet collars that 
shock dogs with 1,800 volts to keep them 
from barking. 
The FDA said electrical charges 
from the collars have burned holes in 
the skin of some dogs and could burn 
children if they are playing with their 
pets when the collars are activated. 
The “ Sound-Off Bark Restrainer and 


Training Collars” were sold nationwide 
through pet stores and by mail order, 
the FDA said. 
The collars were manufactured by 
Hat O. Knutson of Chatsworth, Calif., 
the FDA said. 
The agency said Knutson, under 
threat of court action, sent voluntary 
recall 
letters to distributors 
and 
wholesalers and to about 150 known 
purchasers of the collars.

DAYTON, Ohio (A P) - About 14,000 
students in Dayton are receiving letters 
this week telling them whether they 
will be bused next fall in a deseg­ 
regation plan established under a court 
order. 
The mailing of the letters by school 
officials is the first step in the Dayton 
desegregation plan, pairing students in 
two predominantly white and two all­ 
black high schools to achieve racial 
balance. 
Next week, students who enrolled in 
37 elementary schools being paired in 
September will receive letters telling 
them which schools they w ill attend. 
The desegregation plan is a result of 
an agreement between school ad­ 
ministrators and a court-appointed 


master which was approved by a 
federal judge. 
Human relations committees have 
been formed at the four paired high 
schools to discuss the program, but 
representatives say reaction from stu­ 
dents and parents has been slight. 
One community member of a human 
relations committee said there was 
little participation 
in

meeting 
scheduled at one of the high schools. A 
teacher on the committee said he has 
not heard community reaction for or 
against the busing program.

Intelligence Agency is not funnelling 
secret funds to Italian politicians for 
next month’s elections, CIA Director 
George Bush reportedly has assured a 
congressional panel.

Later Colby said publicly that no U.S. 
money was being supplied to Italian 
politicians, but he did not state that the 
operation had been dropped and would 
not be carried out in the future.

Each year for the past decade, the 
month of May has been a designated 
time for the nation to pay tribute to its 
senior citizens. 
Our 
bicentennial 
adds 
special 
significance to this year’s salute to 
America’s senior citizens for their 
contributions to our history of progress 
and prosperity. It affords us the op­ 
portunity to recognize not only their 
deeds, but their needs as well. 
, 
The more than 22 million Americans 
who are 65 or over find that factors 
largely beyond their control threaten to 
place them out of reach of those fruits 
of economic prosperity enjoyed by 
most of their fellow citizens. 
Inflation, government restrictions, 
and age discrimation have made it 
difficult for this growing segment of 
our population to cintinue as con­ 
tributing members of society and to 
enjoy the rich quality of life they 
deserve. 
Progress has been made at the 
federal level toward meeting some of 
the needs of the elderly. The Older 
Americans Act of 1965 opened new 
doors of assistance, and the 1975 
amendments to that act, now public 
law, will provide help in the priority 
areas of transportation, home ser­ 
vices, legal 
and other counseling 
services, 
and 
home 
repair 
and 
renovation. 
Part-time 
employment 
opportunities in community service for 
low-income persons age 55 and older 
are also provided. 
The amendments extend the Foster 
Grandparent 
and 
Retired 
Senior 
Volunteer 
programs 
and 
prohibit 
unreasonable discrimination based on 
age in programs or activities receiving 
federal financial assistance. 
The needs of the elderly have always 
been a special concern of mine. I felt 
particularly honored earlier this year 
when the National Alliance of Senior 
Citizens inducted me into the Golden 
Age Hall of Fame for my efforts on 
behalf of senior persons. 
This group of Americans, limited to 
fixed incomes, is hurt most by in­ 
flation. Earlier in this Congress, I in­ 
troduced legislation to exempt the first 
$5,000 of pension benefits from federal 
income tax. This would provide every 
retiree an equal chance to share in this 
benefit which now applies only to 
federal social security and railroad 
retirees. I also introduced legislation to 
increase 
the 
base 
for 
computing 
retirement income credit. 
In 
signing 
the 
proclamation 
designating May as Older Americans 
Month, President Ford has urged all 
organizations 
concerned 
with 
em­ 
ployment and volunteer services to 
hold forums for discussion of the 
“ Bicentennial

Older 
Americans” . 
The 
charter, 
prepared 
by the 
Presidentially-appointed 
Federal 
Council on Aging, sets forth principles 
to guide our nation in evaluating its 
response to the problems facing older 
Americans. 
As we face this challenge at the start 
of our third century as a nation, a 
statement of the “ Rights of Older 
Americans” , 
as 
outlined 
in the 
Bicentennial Charter, are well worth 
out consideration. They are — 
—The 
right 
to 
freedom, in­ 
dependence and the free exercise of 
individual initiative; 
—The 
right 
to 
an 
income 
in 
retirement which would provide an 
adequate standard of living; 
—The right to an opportunity for 
employment free from discriminaroty 
practices because of age; 
The right to an opportunity to par­

of

recreational and cultural activities. 
—The right to suitable housing: 
—The right to the best level of 
physical and mental health service 
needed;

Democratic 
and 
Republican leaders, are expected to 
have more than enough votes to defeat 
the Stennis amendment. 
The Stennis amendment would strip 
the new committee of jurisdiction over 
the National Security Agency and other 
intelligence 
agencies 
within 
the 
Defense Department. 
The 
new 
panel 
would 
retain 
jurisdiction over the CIA and FB I. 
The new committee would have 15 
members, two each from the four 
committees holding jurisdiction over 
intelligence activities and the other 
seven from the rest of the Senate. 
Creation of the panel was one of the 
major recommendations of the special 
Senate committee that conducted a 15- 
month investigation of the alleged 
abuses.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) 
- The 
legality of emergency rate hikes im­ 
plemented by the Ohio Edison Co. last 
year have been upheld by the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 
In a 6-1 decision Wednesday, the 
court rejected arguments that the rates 
were incompatible with rate schedules 
set by city ordinance. 
The court ruled that a utility does not 
necessarily 
forfeit 
its 
right 
to 
emergency rate relief when it elects to 
charge a new rate schedule established 
by municipalities. 
Ohio Edison asked for the emergency 
rate relief on Oct. IO, 1974, and the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
approved the emergency rates on Feb. 
18, 1975. 
But between those two dates, 19 cities 
passed rate ordinances giving Ohio 
Edison new electric rate schedules. 
Ohio Edison decided to charge the 
new ordinance rates in the cities, but 
also moved for higher rates on two 
fronts. 
It filed an appeal with the PUCO, 
arguing the cities did not grant a high 
enough rate increase. It also continued 


its earlier request for emergency rate 
relief. 
The cities, led by Amherst and Canal 
Fulton, appealed the emergency rate 
hike, arguing that Ohio Edison had 


legally accepted the ordinance sched­ 
ule by charging it and had surrendered 
its right to emergency rate relief. 
In rejecting that argument the court 
said the utility’s appeal of the rate 


ordinance showed it did not legally 
“ accept” the rate ordinance. 
If the utility had accepted the or­ 
dinance, the court said, it would have 
formed a contract with the city.

“Ohio, by merit of the tilth General 
Assembly ’s passage of House Bill 650” 
according to Mrs. Mary Jo Hunter, 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Fayette 
County 
Automobile Club, "recently joined the 
ranks of several other states enacting 
anatomical donation legislation.” 
The new bill, which went into effect 
last month, amends the existing license 
law by adding another question to those 
that were already on present drivers 
license application forms. Now, when a 


motorist applies for a license, new or 
renewal, the deputy registrar will ask 
him if he will consent to, upon his 
death, making a donation of one or 
more of his body organs. (Examples 
might include: eyes, heart or kidneys). 


“The anatomical gift bill is an im­ 
portant first step,” noted Mrs. Hunter, 
“toward extending and saving lives. It 
enables hospital officials to take im­ 
mediate action in removing useful 


organs. No longer will medical per­ 
sonnel waste precious minutes, while 
vital cells deteriorate, in obtaining 
permission from next-of-kin.” This 
does not mean, however, that the 
donor’s cause of death must be an auto 
accident. The new legislation simply 
provides for the availability of a con­ 
sent statement on a piece of iden­ 
tification that is carried most of the 
time. 
“An anatomical donation is entirely 
optional,” stressed Mrs. Hunter “The 
applicant is free to answer ‘yes’ or ‘no’ 
to the registrar’s question.” The reply 
is then recorded in the small box now 
printed on the face of all drivers 
licenses. If he answers “yes,” the 
applicant 
will 
be 
asked 
further 
questions as to the type of donation he 
is interested in making. The donor can 
also, if he desires, name a recipient 
(either an individual or an institution) 
and-or give specific instructions as to 
how he wishes the donation be to be 
implemented. In addition, the potential 
donor may indicate his blood type. 
The 
completed 
anatomical 
gut 
statement, signed by the applicant and 
by two witnesses, is then inserted into 
the back of the drivers license, beneath 
the transparent plastic cover.

“For a instance, a motorist, at the time 
of renewal of his next license, may 
choose to answer ‘no’ to the anatomical 
donor question. When that drivers 
license expires the motorist may then 
want to indicate that, effective upon his 
death, he would like to donate a kidney 
or other vital organ, to an ailing 
relative.” 
Licensed drivers under the of 18 are 
not permitted to be donors. 
The anatomical gift statement is, in 
essence, a will — motorists are willing 
body parts. The section of Ohio state 
law which deals with such matters 
stipulates that the legal age at which a 
person can draw up a will is 18. 
The Fayette County Auto Club ad­ 
vises that, if anyone whose drivers 
license does not expire soon is in­ 
terested in having the anatomical 
donor statement affixed to the back of 
his license now, the procedure is the 
same as for a lost or stolen license. 
The applicant must surrender his 
current license to the deputy registrar 
and request a “special duplicate.” The 
newly-coded license, for which a $1.50 
fee will be charged, expires on the 
same date as the original.

Fertilizer said bargain 


WASHINGTON (AP) — While things 
that farmers buy generally are costing 
more than they did a year ago, fer­ 
tilizer has turned into a relative 
bargain when compared with 1974 and 
1975. 
By 
mid-April, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department’s fertilizer price index was 
down 19 per cent from a year earlier, 
including an 8 per cent drop from last 
Oct. 15 when the previous survey was 
made. 
For example, the average price 
nationally of anhydrous ammonia used 
as a nitrogen source for corn and other 
crops was $191 a ton on April 15. Last 
fall it was $219 a ton and on April 15 of 
last year it was $265 a ton, on the 
average. 
Fertilizer prices soared following the 
Arab oil embargo in late 1973 as fuel 
costs ctimbed and sent shock waves

Solons seek solution 
to Medicaid cuts 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Brushing 
aside at least temporarily a Rhodes 
Administration proposal, Democratic 
legislators are considering borrowing 
from next year’s funds to meet this 
year’s state Medicaid payments. 
”Tliis will solve the shortterm, so­ 
called crisis that w e’re in now,” House 
Finance 
Chairman 
Myrl 
H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bonneville, told the 
Joint Select Committee on Medicaid 
Wednesday. 
Shoemaker wants to take $47 million 
from a $138.5 million supplemental bill 
introduced Tuesday to provide a grant, 
mostly for welfare, in the 1977 fiscal 
year starting July I. 
The advance would be used to pay 
health 
care 
providers 
over 
the 
remaining six weeks of the current 
fiscal period. Although a federal judge 
here has barred the welfare depart­ 
ment from cutting off Medicaid pay­ 
ments, the agency says its fund is 
depleted. 
The 
joint 
panel 
approved 
Shoemaker’s resolution 4-1, a move 
tantamount to majority leadership 
support when the General Assembly 


convenes on June 9 for a three-day 
session. Shoemaker did not say how the 
1977 money would be replaced. 
“All that does is put the problem off,” 
said Thomas J. 
Moyer, executive 
assistant to Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
Moyer said Rhodes would not support 
any effort to advance money from 
funds budgeted for welfare next year. 


Rhodes’ budget Director William W. 
Wilkins earlier told the committee $40 
million could be slashed from existing 
state programs that “ I guess I would 
have to consider a lower priority than 
the current problem.” Wilkins’ plan for 
the 1977 fiscal period would attract $40 
million in federal funds, but would still 
leave a deficit of at least that much, he 
said. 


In addition 
to cutting back on 
programs, Wilkins said $14.3 million 
could be taken from an anticipated $20 
million surplus at the end of the 
biennium. He emphasized that the 
surplus would only materialize if the 
governor’s two per cent across-the- 
board spending restraint remains in 
effect. 
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Kissinger influence fading? 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — Concern 
about Henry A. Kissinger’s campaign- 
weakened effectiveness as a diplomat 
clouded today’s opening of a North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization ministerial 
meeting here. 


A senior U.S. official admitted to 
reporters during 
the secretary of 
state’s flight from Washington on 
Wednesday that the U S presidential 
election campaign had slowed Kissin­ 
g er’s 
diplomatic 
initiatives, 
par­ 
ticularly toward the Russians. 


He said European officials think that 
campaign attacks on Kissinger by 
President Ford’s opponents may have 
weakened the secretary’s ability to 
carry out policy. 
But the official said Kissinger will 


keep U.S. foreign policy on a steady 
course. 
He added that the significance of 
Kissinger’s stated desire to retire by 
January has been overblown, since the 
secretary had said months ago that he 
felt eight years in office was enough. 
Former President Richard M. Nixon 
made Kissinger head of the National 
Security Council in 1969 and secretary 
of state in 1973. 
Kissinger arranged a meeting today 
with Greek Foreign Minister Dimitri 
Bitsios to discuss Cyprus and was to 
meet 
later 
with 
Turkish 
Foreign 
Minister Ishan Caglayangil. 
But the senior American official said 
Kissinger didn’t expect much progress 
because both sides have submitted 
unacceptable proposals.

Concorde’s 
lawyers in their upcoming battles with 
the Port Authority of New York-New 
Jersey, which has banned the French- 
British plane from landing at John F. 
Kennedy Airport for six months. 
The three-judge panel Wednesday 
refused to overturn the Feb. 4 decision 
by Transportation Secretary William 
T. Coleman Jr. that allowed Air France 
and British Airways to operate limited 
Concorde flights into two U.S. airports 
for up to 16 months. 
“This court is in agreement with the 
secretary that in the circumstances of 
this case, his order for such a trial 
period is within his authority and com­ 
petence and 
is not 
arbitrary 
or 
capricious or otherwise in violation of 
law,” the judges ruled after hearing 
more 
than 
two 
hours 
of 
legal 
arguments from attorneys represen­ 
ting various sides in the dispute. 
The ruling was a setback to en­ 
vironmental groups which had hoped 
the court would overturn Coleman’s 
ruling allowing the two airlines each to 
offer two daily flights into Kennedy and 
one daily flight into Washington’s 
Dulles International Airport during the 
test period. 
An attorney for the Environmental 
Defense Fund, which brought the suit 
against Coleman’s order, said his 
organization planned to ask the full 
appeals court to review the ruling but 
said the petition probably would not be 
filed in time to halt the first flights.

noncandidate Hubert H. Humphrey 
still sees only an outside chance he 
would emerge with the nomination, he 
said Wednesday night. 
The former vice 
president, 
his 
political adrenalin obviously flowing 
again after the brakes had been put on 
former Gov. Jimmy Carter’s band­ 
wagon, told a news conference here 
“ we’re about where we were prior 
Pennsylvania. An open convention.’’ 
Humphrey, appearing with veteran 
Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, prior to a 
Jefferson-Jackson Day dinner, said the 
Maryland victory of California Gov. 
Jerry Brown “ did a great deal in the 
sense of opening up the convention. The 
so-called bandwagon theory has been 
slowed down, let me say, to a sensible 
movement and speed.’’ 
But equally significant, the Min­ 
nesota senator said, was the race in 
Michigan betweai Carter, the former 
Georgia governor who emerged as the 
undisputed front r<mner after sweeping 
Pennsylvania late last month, and Rep. 
Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz. Humphrey 
noted that their contest ended in “ a 
virtual dead Jieat, they shared the 
delegates.’’ 
The senator reiterated that his own

Rods edge Giants, 5-4 
Big Red Machine off to 
best start in five years 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
powerful Cincinnati Reds, off to their 
best start in five years at 21-13, have 
yet to play their best baseball, ac­ 
cording to Manager Sparkie Anderson. 
“As soon as the weather gets war­ 
mer, you’ll see a pretty good club,” 
promised Anderson following Wed­ 
nesday night’s 5-4 victory over the San 
Francisco Giants, who plunged to their 
19th loss in their last 23 games. 
‘‘It’s our best start in a long time, but 
we still aren’t playing well,” added 
Anderson. ‘‘Our defense hasn’t been as 
strong as it should be, and our hitting 
has tailed off after a good start.”

allowed two runs in six and one-third 
innings while raising his record to 3-0. 
He has won all three of his starts, pre­ 
viously beating the Chicago Cubs and 
the New York Mets. 
‘‘Sandy is a big, strong kid with a lot 
of stuff. I have plenty of confidence in 
him,” said Pete Rose, who lifted his 
batting average to .379 with a pair of 
singles, giving him 2,600 career hits.

Computers become hobby for many | Arrests

BURLINGTON, Mass. (AP) — “One 
day at school I saw this funny-looking 
thing with blinking lights,” said 17- 
year-old Roger Walker of his first 
encounter with the nation’s newest 
hobby: the digital computer 
“ I dropped in to see what it was, then 
I just kept coming back. I really got 
hooked on it,” added Walker 
Computers — for a long time highly 
sophisticated and vastly expensive 
machines 
requiring 
platoons 
of 
technicians, 
programers, 
mathematicians and engineers to run 
— now are being sold and used by 
am ateurs. It’s happening just the way 
ham radios and high-fidelity 
sets 
passed into the hands of hobbyists of 
earlier generations. 
The nation’s first electronic com­ 
puter, developed at the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Moore school in the 
1940s, took several years to build and 
cost close to $20 million. But tech­ 
nological developments have made it 
possible to build an equivalent com­ 
puter for as little as $500. 
The advance which makes possible 
hobby 
computers 
is 
the 
“microprocessor,” a device which does 
everything the room-sized original at 
the University of Pennsylvania could 
do _ yet fits on the area of a fingernail 
and is only millimeters thick. 
“This hobby didn’t exist five years 
ago,” said Douglas Callihan, 35, a 
network radio technician in Boston. 
“Except for the very wealthy, no one 
had them in his house.” 
“We used to consider ourselves 
fortunate when freshmen had calculus. 
Now we are getting students who have 


already built their own computers,” 
said Peter Jessel, a computer scientist 
at the 
Massachusetts 
Institute of 
Technology in Cambridge. 
These small, inexpensive and ver­ 
satile computers can be used for many 
things, from playing games to solving 
very technical problems. 
“You can connect the computers to 
your television to play video games, 
like ping-pong, or you can connect it to 
a speaker to play music,” Jessel ex­ 
plained. 
Walker uses his to grade students’ 
tests. 
Geoffrey Feldman, 24, a freelance 
engineer from Amherst, says he’s 
pursuing more sophisticated goals. 
“I dropped out of school, and I’m 
using the computer to educate myself. 
I’m 
getting 
about 
IO 
times 
the 
education for the cost,” Feldman says. 
“Electronic music is getting very 
involved, and the computer can take 
over some of the work,” he explains. “I 
had known people were making mi­ 
croprocessors, and I knew it was just a 
matter of time before the prices began 
to drop.” 
“I play games — like backgammon 
or chess; store some tax information 
and eliminate a lot of paperwork from 
my life,” Callihan says. “ I’m also using 
it for a lot of common garden variety 
things, like watching the house with 
devices that act as eyes.” 
Until recently, inexpensive computer 
equipment was not readily available to 
the 
general 
public. 
But 
now 
Massachusetts hobbyists have their 
own specialty shop, “The Computer 
Store,” here. 
BURLINGTON: Store,” here. 
Sidney Halligan, 45, and Dick Brown, 


43, are owners of the store, one of about 
a dozen computer hobbyshops in the 
nation. 
“With 
the 
low 
cost 
and 
the 
availability of these computers, they 
are going to be as much a part of 
everyday life as the toaster,” Halligan 
believes. “The younger people are 
going to be in the computer age 
whether they like it or not. 
“Now that there are low-cost com­ 
puters, the pressure is mounting to 
develop programs to do domestic 
tasks,” said Dr. Steve Ward, an MIT 
professor. “They have become cheap 
enough so that we can expect them to 
have a serious impact on household 
management within the next decade.” 
“It’s not a freak idea. It is the second 
revolution for computers: computers 
for the people. It is the beginning of a 
new kind of computer marketing,” 
according to Halligan. “It is a new 
retail distribution method of what used 
to be a very complicated product.” 
His customers, ranging from age IO 
to 65, can buy all kinds of computer 
parts, including the processing unit, the 
memory, and connections to hook 
computers to items already in the 
home. Halligan says an entire system 
runs from $700 to $1,200. When com­ 
pleted it looks like a small box and can 
sit on a table. 
“The ‘biggies’ are starting to catch 
up to this thing,” Feldman adds, 
referring to the computer “kits” being 
sold by large computer firms, including 
Intel, Signetics and MOS Technology. 
“It’s an exploding marketplace,” 
says a spokesman for Intel, the nation’s 
largest producer of microprocessors. 
Intel’s sales last year totalled $137 
million.
